fibers, said electret synthetic fibers present from about 25 to about 97 weight % of said 
blend in combination with said dissimilar non-electret synthetic fibers having from about 
3 to about 75 weight % of said blend and said electret synthetic fibers having from about 
0.1 to about 30 weight % of charge control agent , based on said weight of said electret 
synthetic fibers.
